I will try to give you a lit-| 
tle of my experience in the, 
last few weeks.! got on a mail 
boat at Nassau to go to Green 
Turtle Cay. The boat is atwo 
mast, called a schooner, with 
fore and aft sails. This one 
had one top sail, which is put 
up at the top of the mast be-| 
tween the two sails, also three | 
jibs. Westarted about three : 
o’clock in the afternoon and 
sailed all night. Next morn- 
ing about nine we go to the 
south end of Abaco where 
there is a light house. 
place is called “Hole 
wall.” 

The first place we stopped 
was at Cherokee sound (the 
place where Iam _ now). 
They have a bad harbor for 
a large boat. Across the bar 
the water is shallow and a 
large boat has to anchor out 
in the ocean and_ the people 
go ashore in a small boat. 
When the wind is from the 
east it is very rough, and 
when we got there the wind 
was from the east and blow- 
ing hard. They don’t usual- 
ly stop when it is too rough

but they stopped this time to 

put off some passengers. | 
When we got ready to start, 

they had to cut loose the an-| 

chor to save the boat. When | 
this was done the boat pitch-| 
ed so that it looked like it 
would go to the bottom. I 
tried to stay on the deck so 
if it did go down I might have 
a chance, but I got so sick | 
had to lie down. 

There was a brother who 
works on the boat and he 
came to ask me how I felt, | 
but I was so sick | could not) 
answer him. Jesus was with) 
me, bless His dear Name.) 
But it was not long till we. 
got out of the ocean and into’ 
what they call “while water.” 
It is a bay,between a reef and 
a string of small islands, and 
the mainland. Shis does not 
get so rough. 

The first place we came to 
atter leaving Cherokee was 
Wilson City, where there is 
a large saw mill. I believe it 
is owned by Americans. They 
have alittle railroad there, 
the only one on the islands. 
They have three small en- 
gines that they bring logs out 
of the forests with. They have 
an ice plant and electric 
lights. The next place is 
Hopetown, where there is a 
light house. It is on~a small 
Cay about three miles from 
the mainland. The next was 
on the mainland, Marsh Har- 
bor. The next was Great 
Guana Cay. A guana is an 
animal a little like a lizzard. 
They are as large as a small 













een turtle Cay, where 
ve a church: The 
ch was not getting along 
so Well and we had to drop 
some, but the Lord has some 
dear saints there. 1 stayed 
there about two weeks. 

I then got a brother with a 
small sail boat to carry me 
ahout fifteen miles to Coop- 
er Town on-the mainland. 
Here we have a church with 
thirty-eight members. I would 
have been glad if you could 
have witnessed my landing 
and reception. I hadto go 
to the shore ina small boat 
called a “dinkey.” There 
was a crowd waiting for me. 
As I put my foot on the rocks 
they had my hands with 
their arms around me, shout- 
ing and crying and talking in 
tongues. They are sweet 
saints. They are not only 
sanctified but are living the 
life. They don’t cut at each 
other in their testimony or 
preaching. They love each 
other and help each other. 

They had prepared for me. 
I stayed two weeks. Before 
the time came for me to leave 
there were two talking about 
my departure. One said to 
the other, “I wish he would 
stay all the time.” The oth- 
er answered, “If we could 
we would buy him and keep 
him all the time.” So you 
see 1 can’t help but love 
them. 

The time came for me to 
leave. I was going back: to 
a place called Sand Bank, 
then across the island to an- 
other place called Sand 
Bluff. There was a young 
btother going with me to the 
Cay. Wehadto go about 
amile to get to the boat. 
Nearly all the saints went 
with us. It was a sad_part- 
ing. It was dark when we 
started out and only three on 
the boat. Wehada rough 
time as the wind was blow- 
ing a gale before we got there, 
but the Lord carried us 


through, praise His dear name. 


It was Friday night when 
we arrived at the Cay and | 
failed to find a boat to take 
me, so on Monday I hired a 
small boat to take me back to 
Cooper Town. They were 
glad to see us_ back. On 
Thursday, myself and all the 
saints went across the island, 
and eight brothers and sisters 
got in small boats with me 
and were carried about a 
mile to a sponging schooner. 
We left the saints on the 
shore weeping, but I expect 
to meet them again some day 
up in the skies if not before. 

We sailed the rest of the 
day and part of the night till 
we got in about three miles

|The next morning we got in 
small boats and were taken 


to Sand Bluff, where we held 
meeting about a week. There 
were some hungry souls there 
but their leaders held them 
back. They would get un- 
der such conviction till they 
would jump up and run out. 
One started to run out one 
night and got to the door and 
the Spirit brought her back. 
She was under the power of 
the Spirit about an hour. But 
she never came back any 
more. 


We had meeting Sunday 
afternoon on the street. The 
power of the Spirit fell on 
one so strong that she could 
not leave. She shouted up 
and down the street. It fell 
on another one and she went 


[running up the street to get 


away from it. They took 
the other one home shouting. 
The sisters followed her and 
just at dark she spoke in 


tongues, but she never came 
back. 


On Thursday morning the 
brothers and sisters got in 
two small sail boats to go 
back to Cooper Town, and | 
got inanother to go to the 
Sand Banks. That was asad 
parting. I can see them now 
inmy mind with the tears 
running down their faces. 
God bless them. I got an 
old man totake me about a 
mile and a half in a_ small 
boat, then | walked across 
the island and up the beach 
about a mile and I was at 
the Sand Banks. 


Only five families live 
there, but I saw something 
that made me feel sad. Off 
to one side ina little house 
about as big as the bed room 
you sleep in, the top and 
most of the sides made of 
palm leaves, lives a widow 
and her son. He looks to be 
about eighteen o1 nineteen 
yzars old. When I went to 
see them, in on@ corner of 
the room on some old quilts 
was the boy. What a sight! 
There he sat with an old coat 
around him. As near as | 
could tell it looked like his 
thumbs and some of his fin- 
gers were gone. And his face 
what a pitiable sight! His lips 
were swelled. He has the 
leprosy. I had seen pictures 
of lepers but now I beheld 
one. 

The mother tries to farm a 
little. She is not very strong. 
She says they are without 
anything to eat sometimes 
and shut out from the world. 
She has some fruit, but the 
people are afraid to buy it. 
The people help them some. 
How much we have for 
which to be thankful to our, 
heavenly Father—how we, 
ought to love and serve Him! 

There are four that live; 





here that have the baptism 
and are members of the 
Church of God at Green 
Turtle Cay. While I was 
there one old man claimed to 
get saved. They treated me 
well. May the Lord bless 
them. 

I went back to the Cay, 
got on the mail boat and came 
here. One man died since | 
came here who said he was 
lost. I went to see another 
old man that will soon go 
but he is ready. Then I went 
to another place and held 
meeting with them. Off from 
the main house is a little 
house and a little boy that 
looks to be about twelve! 
years old has to stay there) 
alone. He has the leprosy. 
I held meeting in the yard. 
He sat on a box under a little 
tree by himself. He is a 
Christian and helped us sing. 
He says he is ready to die: 

One has got sanctified since 
I came and others are hun- 
gry. Three have given up 
their pipes. I am _ staying 
here waiting for the mail boat 
to take me to Nassau. Then 
expect to go home for a 
short time. The Lord bless 
you all.
